Gereluk went to work with the 
Alberta labour movement in 1976,

Council on National Issues, the Fras- 
er Institute, even the C.D. Howe 
institute, said the liberal advances 
had gone too far, and they were 
going to turn back the clock... 


IT’S COMMON KNOWLEDGE: ALBERTA 
and unions go together like oil and 
water. Nevertheless, on my first day 
of work on a pipeline repair project 
in the muskeg south of Fort McMur- 
ray, | signed a union card. Signing 
up wasn’t optional. It was a condi- 
tion of getting the job. 

Unwittingly, I had joined the 
Christian Labour Association of 
Canada, or CLAC. CLAC is called 
an “employer union” in labour cir- 
cles—a union that doesn’t cause 
trouble for the boss, and is organized 
mainly to keep away unions that do 
the opposite. (Labour laws generally 
forbid unions from “raiding” a 
workforce already organized by 
another group). 

That doesn’t mean I encoun- 
tered hardship on the work 
site, aside from my co-workers’ 
redneck attitudes. But I later 
wondered if there wasn’t 
someone else out there, with 
more experience, waiting to 
get called to work by CLAC? 
After all, most oilfield unions 
keep their members on a job 
list, giving jobs to those who 
don’t have work have been 
waiting the longest. 

Maybe there wasn’t a list. 
Once the project was finished, I 
never heard from CLAC again. 
Either there was no work in the 
province (unlikely), or CLAC 
wasn’t concerned with keeping 
me employed. I let my member- 
ship lapse. No friendly reminder 
about outstanding fees came from 
CLAC (imagine that happening 
with a gym membership). When I 
showed up in Fort McMurray with 
my foreman the next winter, CLAC 
was waiting for me with a pen and a 
membership form, keeping out the 
international trade and labour 
unions. Down to my last dollars, I 
signed up with CLAC. 

CLACor-nothing shops are com- 
mon in Alberta. Just last year, heavy 
equipment mammoth Finning Inter- 
national shut down a unionized 
Edmonton shop and laid off 160 
workers. The company then finan- 
cially backed a new, CLAC-certified 
shop to do the same work. Old 
employees were invited to sign up at

THERE'S A CURIOUS INCONSISTENCY IN 
the credo of those—including 
Stephen Harper—who want to crack 
down on crime 

While they’re keen to increase jail 
times—a keenness likely to increase 
in the wake of the recent biker 
killings—Harper and other anti- 
crime hardliners are also keen to 
take away an indispensable crime- 
fighting tool in the arsenal of police:

Licensing gun owners and regis- 
tering guns help prevent weapons 
falling into the wrong hands. The 
system allows guns to be traced back 
to their owners, so owners are 
inclined to store guns more carefully 
and to refuse to sell them to unli- 
censed individuals. 

The burden is hardly onerous; no 
more than obtaining a driver’s 
licence and registering a car. We 
have no trouble seeing that a car can 
pose a significant risk to the public, 
so the privilege of driving is accom- 
panied by certain responsibilities. 
Guns are, if anything, more danger- 
ous. While cars can kill, that’s not 
what they’re designed to do. 
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If the inconvenience of registra- 
tion is too great, there’s always the 
option of not owning a gun, just as 
there’s always the option of not 
owning a motor vehicle. 

The gun lobby has managed to 
distort the public debate on this 
important subject by keeping public 
attention focused exclusively on the 
Liberal government's cost overruns 
in setting up the $1 billion program 
(registering 2 million gun owners 
and 7 million guns). 

Regrettable as those inflated costs 
were, that money has already been 
spent and nothing will bring it back, 
certainly not cancelling the registry. 

Furthermore, the ongoing costs of 
operating the registry are only $15 
million a year. If licensing and 
screening costs for gun ownership 
are added in, the total comes to $80 
million a year—less than the annual 
cost of running the passport office. 

Surely we as a country can afford 
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obvious to a government that p 
ports to take crime serious!y? 


$80 million a year to provide police 
with a tool they consider-vital for 
fighting crime, and protecting them- 
selves and the public.

TONIGHT, I HAVE CROSSED THE LINE 

I didn’t think I could want the 
streets of Edmonton to be darker, 
but tonight I am praying for a power 
failure long enough for me to get my 
food and leave. Tonight, Iam ina 
food-line, waiting for a free meal. 

I never noticed how bright street- 
lights are. | am standing directly 
below one right now in the middle 
of a line of dozens with nowhere to 
hide. Vehicles are driving by. Every 
one of them is slowing down to take 
a look, like they are passing the 
scene of an accident. It is appropri- 
ate, somehow: I feel like a wreck—a 
derailed train. 

The length of the wait is forcing 
me to truly know this moment in my 
life. [am a bum. I am hating myself, 
hating life, but the hunger in my 
belly is greater than the shame. Each 
step closer to the handout feels like a 
hundred steps back, but I am very, 
very, hungry. 


SURVIVAL TIPS 

Lining up has gotten easier since 
that first time. I don’t know if that is 
good or bad. The free food has kept 
me alive. More specifically, free food 
has kept my body fueled enough so 
that I continue to live. A fine distinc- 
tion, maybe. 

It's funny how a human being can 
get relatively comfortable no matter 
what mung on the ladder of life he 
slides down to. I have started to

OK... That's not the exact descrip- 
tion the folks at L’Azia would use. If 
you were to ask them (or check their 
website), you'd find that they claim 
to be doing Mediterranean Asian 
fusion cooking... But they’re not. 

Way back in 1983 after his initial 
success with Spago, Wolfgang Puck 
opened a restaurant in Los Angeles 
called Chinois, serving locally grown 
and produced southern California 
products, prepared according to 
French culinary traditions, while 
incorporating Asian flavours. 

This was the beginning of fusion 
cooking, which dominated the food- 
scene in the mid- to late-’80s and 
even hung around past its due date 
in some Alberta restaurants into the 
‘90s. The idea behind fusion is to 
take a number of elements and 
ingredients from a variety of ethnic 
cuisines, and combine them together 
in one dish forming something new 
and interesting. When done right, it 
can be quite fun. 

L’Azia’s idea of fusion isn’t to 
meld a number of different cultural 
influences on one plate, but rather to 





make sure as many cultures a: possi 
ble are represented on the menu 
That's not fusion—it’s the UN. It’s 
also the reason why potluck dinners 
suck. There are 66 different menu 
items at L’ Azia (most of which are 
between $9 and $10 for lunch) not 
including drinks and the 16 different 
desserts they offer! 

I watched plates of fish and chips, 
burgers, clubhouse sandwiches, 
Indonesian stir-frys, and Balinese 
satays make their way by. I stared as 
lasagnas, grilled steaks, fish dishes, 
and pastas of all shapes and forms 
gushed forth from the team of mer- 
cenaries (line cooks) behind the pass 
and wondered to myself, “What's 
the friggin’ point?” 

That's when it occurred to me that 
they were replicating a small town 
café for folks who have found them- 
selves living in an urban setting, 
who are now marginally more 
adventurous when it comes to eat- 
ing out. Restaurants that serve a 
huge variety of dishes exist in small 
towns for a reason—there is 
nowhere else to go. Here in the mid- 
dle of downtown Edmonton, we're 
filthy with places to eat, which 
makes a place like L’ Azia unneces- 
sary. - 

The thing that really got to me 
about L’Azia, is that the food is pret- 
ty good. It wasn’t great (owing to the 
fact that it must be mass-produced), 
but it wasn’t bad either.

Formulaic? Yes. A retread of an 
old idea? Yes 

But give it a chance and it will 
prove that its message is not stale, 
and that it’s time to tell young peo- 
ple once again that no mi stter how 

small you are made to feel, it is your 
right—and a gilt to others—to give 
the best that you've got. 

There is nothing here we haven't 
seen before: Akeelah Anderson 
(Keke Palmer) is an 11-year-old 
African-American girl living in the 
slums of South L.A 

Her father was killed by a gun- 
shot when she was little, her teenage 








sister has a baby, and her brother 
may be mixed up ina gang, And 
mom (Angela Bassett) is too stressed 
out about her wayward son, her 
stressful job, and her grief to take 
any notice of quiet Akeelah, who has 
taken solace in the only thing she is 
good at: spelling.

Creative flick falls short of teen trauma-drama peak

IF THE SOLE PURPOSE OF BRICK IS TO 
demonstrate how easily the tradi- 
tional vernacular of LA’s (fictional) 
underbelly substitutes for the often 
similarly confounding language- 
unto-itself of high school students, 
then consider the film a success. 

However, writer/director Rian 
Johnson likely had loftier ambitions 
in this mash of Confidentials L.A. 
and High School, and, yes, his trans- 
position of the violent hierarchy of 
the criminal world onto the equally 
merciless class-system of grade 
school cliques proves an effective, 
cold-blooded satire. 

But, as with the trail of clues 
senior-year-loner-cum hoe 
Brendan (Joseph Gordon-Levitt) 
patches together in finding the 
killer(s) of his ex-girlfriend, one piece 
always proves to be elusive. At least 
Brendan finds his answer. By the 
time the end credits roll, the piece 
needed to complete the elusive puz- 
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zle known as a well-rounded cinema 
experience is still out of reach. 

Brick takes place in your average 
high school comprised of a social 
strata of rich kids, here known as the 
“apper crust,” their dimwitted 
pawns, the jocks, on downward to 
the loners, dealers, and druggies. In 
this somewhat bizarro world, all of 
the above are fast-talking players 
draped in the kind of personas that 
usually shroud the shadow-walkers 
of James Ellroy’s crime novels. Film- 
maker Rian Johnson favours the 
same kind of utterly bleak, predato- 
ry urban wastelands so familiar to 
that novelist’s work, rather than 
more typical Hollywood noir fare, 
where there's usually at least a 
nightclub or sad-luck dame to give 
its world a little sensual allure, if not 

superficial warmth.

Adaptation succeeds on visuals, stinks on story

VIDEO GAME MOVIES SURE HAVE 
come a long way since the likes of 
Super Mario Brothers, Double Dragon, 
Wing Commander, and Street Fighter. 
Since those goofy, plot-starved titles, 
filmmakers have had pixilated time 
wasters with more story and atmos- 
phere to draw upon. Notable 
amongst these are terror titles that 
exploit levels of horror and gore not 
as permissible in film—titles like 
Doom, House of the Dead, Resident Evil, 
and Alone in the Dark.

In his most notable recent outi 
da’s Albert Nerenberg aimed his 
jary lens at fuzzy thinking. Stupidity amply 

and comically demonstrated that the world 
sill provides fertile ground for idiocy. But Stu- 
pidity was itself a little dense, and | don’t 
mean “bewildering by virtue of being 
packed with insight.” “Can you believe this 
chit?” the film seemed to ask, without offering 
much in the way of a solution or even a 
hesis. 

Nerenberg's latest effort, Escape to Cana 
do, fares rather better, at least in so far as it 
tries to make the point that boring, buttoned- 
down Canada became a mecca of liberal- 
ization on June 10, 2003. It was on that day 
in one Toronto courthouse that the strictures 
against both same-sex marriage and mari- 
jvana to-melt away the former, of 
course, Was subsequently endorsed by Par- 


; Cana- 


liament, whereas the latter, as Escape to 
Canada amply makes clear, has seen an 
U.S.-abetted retum to the danger zone 

Escape to Canada likely won't change 
any minds, although it's baffling how anyone 
can deny the rightness of same-sex marriage 
after witnessing deeply moved same-sex cou- 
ples dering for irst wedded kisses. Like- 
wise, if you haven't yet figured out that our 
official policy toward dope is hypocritical, 
equivocal, counter-productive, and wasteful, 
you'd be better served by catching on eyeful 
of the superb Grass although the former 
mayor of Vancouver's tirade, recorded in 
Escape, is a clear-eyed analysis that’s proba 
bly worth the price of admission 

Instead, Nerenberg more or less artfully— 
and somewhat haphazardly—documents a 
moment in time, when Canada’s unique 
identity (the one we can never put our finger 
on) came fo the fore, when Americans and 
others swarmed across the border to smoke 
up and/or get hitched. To hear them express 
their gratitude for Canada's coolness make 





the chest swell with pride, even while we 
remind ourselves that legislators in The 
Netherlands had the spine fo actually liberal- 
ize their policies in both areas well before 
Canada did, whereas our governments seem 
content to let brave cifizens force such issues 
by putting themselves on the line 
Nerenberg also sounds a warming about 
the limits of Canadian tolerance... just in 
case you don't read the papers. The Harper 
government, paradoxically but perhaps not 
surprisingly, seems bent on donn ng the 
ese of a nanny state. (You want to hear 
rom your federal cabinet? Tough. Think 
you're competent to decide whom you 
should marry? We'll figure that out for you.) 
If you needed a call to arms, this might be it

IN HER OWN WORDS, SAN DIEGO WAS 
“gorgeous” and everyday was

A couple of years ago, Detroit 
Cobras vocalist Rachel Nagy and 
her boyfriend left the titular home- 
town of her band, a place she 
describes as “very violent, very 
dirty, and raw,” and gave it a 
alii inthe harbour on a boat off 
the California coast. 

“But you know what?” she says. 
“Thated 

“Tt just felt very wrong, and we 
age out it ae Ped the place 
has no soul. It’s so white and so 
clean, everything is so pristine and 
lovely. I think you need some of that 
ugliness and dirt.” 

She goes on to say that the con- 
trast between San Diego and Detroit 
is indicative of the kinds of people 
you meet in each city. She bemoans 
the blandness in folks who've only 
lived on the sunny side of the street. 

“The hardships in a person’ life 
is what gives them soul. It’s the 
same with a city; Detroit has had a 
lot of hardships and ugliness, and a 
Jot of that can actually turn into 
beauty.” 

And that beauty certainly hasn't 
suffered from a want of expression 
in Detroit, given its rich musical her- 
itage, from the sweet sounds of 
Motown to the space-age sizzle of 
Funkadelic, the power chords of the 
MC5, Amboy-Dukes, et al, to buzz 
bombs created by the city’s current 
crop of noisemakers—chart-toppers 
and basement dwellers alike. 

“You don’t even have to think 
about it,” she says. “You grow up, 
you hear it, and, later on, you hear it 
with adult ears, so you realize just 
how Kickass it really is.” 

As with their fellow Motor City 
brethren The Dirtbombs, the term 
“rock and soul” best describes The 
Detroit Cobras. Unlike the prolific 
DBs, though, the Cobras have only 
recorded one track that they penned

themselves, “Hot Dog,” from 2005's 
Baby.

Nagy says she never had any 
aspirations to be an entertainer, 
although it’s difficult to imagine the 
band enjoying even a modicum of 
their current popularity without her. 
Nevertheless she says she reacted to 
guitarist Mary Ramirez telling her 
that they were going to cut their first 
single by saying something along 
the lines of “The hell you are. Not 
with me you're not. Are you fucking 
insane? | am not committing this to 
posterity, no way...” 

As luck would have it, though, 
the reluctant vocalist had already 
gone through some of prerequisite 
training required to be in a band like 
the Cobras—not voice school mind 
you, but life lessons in proper attitu- 
dinal etiquette (or lack thereof) 
Nagy’s father worked as heavy- 
truck engineer for Ford; and twice 
while she was growing up he was 
transferred, with the family in tow, 
to Australia. Those moves ended up 
having as much of a lasting impact 
on her as life in Detroit did. She says 
that although the second transfer to 
Oz was the mid-’80s, thanks to the 
relative isolation of the pre-Internet, 
pre-Global community, the Aussie 
natives were still living the '77-era 
punk lifestyle. 

“T got to time travel. [Punk] was 
alive and well in all its pure, raw, 
bloody glory. 

“Most of the country is a big 
wasteland—a very hard-scrabble 
life. These people are a little bit 
hard-bitten and hardcore,” she con- 
tinues, describing a culture where 
good times come first, and where it 
isn’t uncommon for people to call 
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off work for a midday bar-b. “The 
stress level was almost non-existent 
because these people were very seri- 
ous about enjoying their lives. For 
good or bad, I think I picked up a lot 
of that. [have no self-discipline 
whatsoever.” 

Relocating back to the states in 
her senior year of high school, N agy 
rebelled when her parents decided 
to move to the suburbs in order to 
be closer to Ford HQ. Dumping her 
belongings into a couple of garbage 
bags, and saying farewell to her 
folks with “the very classic teenage 
dramatic two birds up” she pulled 
away to live the “dirty punk” life 
Along the way she added such dis 
parate experiences as butcher and

“We always joke that Mary had to 
step over me to get a beer anyway- 
‘Prop her up behind the mic.’

It took 
a lot of coaxing and a lot of beer, 
because I never had the desire... | 
never thought I had any kind of 
chops whatsoever, and I think it was 
an act of desperation.

ROCK AND ROLL MUSIC: A TERM THAT 
just bulges at the seams. 

First, there was the King of rock 
and roll himself, Mr. Elvis Presley. 
Then, there were the Beatles, a brand 
of rock and roll that simply boasted 
a different flavour. And now, the 
21st Century has arrived, producing 
an era in which the various pop- 
punk, indie-folk, and alt-rock classi- 
fication categories have run wildly 
amok in the entertainment business, 








ecstatically trying to place a finger 
on particular styles of guitar-bang- 
ing, drum-crashing swagger. 
According to Our Lady Peace 
drummer Jeremy Taggart, there is 
simply no difference between one 
rock and another roll. Over the past 
13 years, the Canadian quartet's 
sound has moved drastically from 
the alternative-grunge cathartics of 
something like Clumsy, to the 
smoother, tensionless conservatism 
of their latest album Healthy In Para- 
noid Times. While some may see the 
shift as a sell-out for their already 
established success, Taggart claims 
that maturity, confidence, and keep- 
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ing up with the times are what have 
influenced their new project. 

“Looking back at the music that 
was popular when we were starting 
out in “93, that to me was just rock 
music. I didn’t see it as alternative or 
whatever,” Taggart explains. “It’s so 
hard to do that nowadays, because if 
you think about it, five years from 
now, if you look back, does that 
mean emo bands and—what the hell 
are they called... My Chemical 
Romance?—aren’t any different? 
They'll have a stupid name for like 
five bands, but at the end of the day, 
it’s all the same; it’s music. 

“There's rock and roll, and that 
pretty much covers everybody from 
The Ramones to Blondie, because it’s 
basically instruments playing and a 
singer,” Taggart adds. “Nowadays, 
they throw technical stuff into it 
because they’re using more inter- 
faced ideas, but it’s still the idea of a 
song, and because it can have a 
hardness to it, does it mean it’s 
disco?” 

Taggart seriously questions the 
significance of these spliced and 
pasted labels that have somehow 
worked their way into the industry 
and onto musicians’ foreheads. But 
despite the effects of time and classi- 
fication, Taggart feels as though Our 
Lady Peace—consisting of himself, 


vocalist Raine Maida, bassist Dun- 
can Coutts, and guitarist Steve 
Mazur—aren’t consciously pushing 
themselves in any sort of main- 
stream musical direction; rather, it’s 
the group's meticulously crafted’ “4 
songs that are bringing about their 
refined sound 

“Ten years is like a hundred years 
for us, and I think we've changed in 
so many different ways: as people, 
as friends, and all that sort of stuff,” 
Taggart says. “We've just gotten bet- 
ter. Music is just so much more excit- 
ing when you can play it better... To 
play music at a communicative level 
is really fulfilling.” 

Recording Healthy In Paranoid 
Times is one of the biggest challenges 
they've had to face yet, Taggart 
relates. The album took nearly three 
years to flush out, the largest ruts in 
the road being the strong subtlety 
they wanted to flourish throughout 
each track as well as the narrowing 
down of 45 songs to 12. Rifts and 
arguments arose, pushing the band 
to its musical limits, but Taggart pro- 
fesses that the extended recording 
time isn’t suggestive of any sort of 
breaking point in the band. 

“Sometimes, if you push too 
much, you'll break something, 
because that’s what happens. But it 
hasn't happened to us yet,” Taggart 
says. “I mean, we've been through 
all kinds of bullshit, so it would be 
really tough to see what could really 
devastate us.” 

While the public may catalogue 
OLP according to its perception and 
musical tastes, Taggart—who, 
halfway through the interview, 
began yelling “those are Gestapo 
tactics!” or “darn tootin’ Rasputin!” 
ina slightly creepy voice—claims 
that he doesn’t want listeners to 
envision OLP in any specific way; 
it would be hypocritical and com- 
munist. 

“Again, that’s Marxist, isn’t it?” 
Taggart jokes. “Telling people they 
have to think this or that about us? I 
can control people's feelings, and 
that’s the last thing I want to do. All 
we know is what we are and we like 
to make music, so we can’t tell any- 
body to like us or think this about 
us. It’s like, hell—you’ve seen 
enough interviews by now: you 
judge us as we are.”

They'll hit Brighton (“the birthplace of 
Mods vs. rockers,” enthuses Stevens) armed 
with their recent sophomore release. Aim 
Right for the Holes in their Lives is an ener- 
getic shot over the bow to ‘80s haircut 
gangs, harkening from an earlier era of 
dance music—one that involves trumpets, 
tambourines, and an unseemly amount of 
jangle. The record could be lodged some- 
where between late-period Zombies and 
early Jam, if those groups were somehow 
joined via sonic wormhole. The album shim- 
mies through Brit-rock and Northern soul, 
while the earnesiness of Winnipeg's music 
scene works like an undertow, removing all 


traces of irony. 


“Yeah, those are large influences on the 
band,” Stevens concedes ‘That's accurate, 
but hopefully we're not completely derivative 
We're not a cover band. We've made o 
conscious goal to separate ourselves from 
other bands who really got into a ‘sound 
and just settled there,” 

The lyrics are part of what sets Novillero 
apart from the easy “genre” band tag— 
working class sentiment and Preoccupations 
wrapped in an almost dandyish literary-ness 
Executed in waves of layered harmonies 
punctuated by “ooh-oohs,” “wahs,” and 
“ba-da-ba-nahs,” the words seem to fuel 
themselves from the driving, cymbal-wracked 
thythm 

“We have three fantastic singers in the 
band,” notes Stevens, who confesses he isn't 
one of them. Rod Slaughter (former 
Duotang), Dave Berthiaume (former-Bullet- 
proof Nothing), and Grant Johnson handle 
the pipes.

Returning from Montreal, she started writing with the reconstituted Paper Moon “taking 
a long time crafting the songs.” The album was nearly done when their music panied 
company sent Shevemoha and percussionist Chris Hiebert to New York. “We had bli 
songwriting dates. We'd show up at people’s houses and work on songs.” Dates included 
members of Nada Surf and Ivy. 

Despite the sad beginnings of the record, it shimmers with an optimism Shevernoha 
cites as deliberate.
